Waggener, who is 32 years old, 
stumbled into the Baden District Sta- 
tion and told of his strange experi- 
ence.

‘Conduit Out of Use.

TRACES THE McNAMARAS 


Blowing Up of Kansas City 
Bridge One of the Jobs At- 
torney Describes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 8.—District 
Attorney Charles W. Miller, whe for the 


jlast four days has been presenting the 


Government’s side of the dynamite con- 
spiracy case, resumed his addregs when 
court reconvened for the trial today, 
tracing the career of the McNamaras 
and Ortie E. McManigal, leaders in the 
plot to blow up buildings, bridges and 
even Government works. 

Miller, in the course of his 20 hours of 
speaking, had told of an alleged plan to 
send McManigal to Panama to blow up 
the canal locks and to replenish the sup- 
ply of dynamite to be used in this coun- 
try. . : 
Conference on Canal Job. 

“John J. called James B. McNamara, 
his brother, and McManigal to the head- 
quarters of the International Associa- 
tion of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers,” said Miller. “John J. said to 
‘McManigal, ‘We can't get any more dyn. 
amite around here without stealing it. 
Now you go to Panama and see what 
you can do down there. The McClintick- 
Marshali .Construction. Co. has a lot of 
dynamite stored down there. You could 
easily get hold of it and blow up the 
locks, 
take notice, and take their minds off the 
fos Angeles affair. McManigal refused 
to go at that time. Soon after they were 
all arrested.”’ 

The contractor mentioned was one of 
those who had declared for the ‘‘open 
shop’ in the United States. 

Events implicating the present defen:1- 
ants, as charged by Miller before the 
jury were as follows: 

W. Bert Brown, then business agent 
of a local union at Kansas City, Mo., 
James B. McNamara and “a citizen’’ 
whose name was not divulged in August, 
1910, had a conference about blowing up 
a $1,500,000 bridge being constructed by 
an employe of nonunion labor, across 
the Missouri River at Kansas City. 

James B. effered to employ the ‘‘citi- 
zen’’ regularly, saying ‘‘There’s lots cf 
money in it. We're going to Los Angeles 
and blow the whole town to hell. We 
have unlimited money back ef us and 
best lawyers’that monéy can buy.’’ The 
citizen‘ dig , not go into the deal. 

McManigal Blows Up Bridge.. 

McManigal, after being three days in 

Kansas City, placed 12 quarts of nitro 


cans under the superstructure of -he 


jbridge. The explosion did not ‘occur 


until the next day and after McManigal 
had replaced the: weak batteries on «ne 
bomb timbers with stronger ones. Part 
of the cans were recevered by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Meantime James, B. had gone to ar- 
range for the Los Angeles Times ex- 
plosion, after accomplishing which .i2d 
hiding for two weeks in Salt Lake City, 
he returned east. 

James B. and McManigal then went 
hunting in the woods of Wisconsin to 
hide. The next month at the Iron Work- 
ers convention in St. Louls, Tveitm5e 
had a talk with J. J. saying it was all 
right on the Pacific coast and thay 
wanted some “Christmas present’ in 
the shape of blewing up the Lieweliyn 
Iron Works, the Baker Iron Works and 
the Times auxilary.

CHICAGO, Oct. 7.—The American Auto- 
mobile Association will be asked to. promu]- 
gate rules regarding road construction as the 
result of the death of David I..
